One will be located at 
the home of Mr and Mrs. Raymond 
Deardorff, Seven Stars, and tin* oth ­ 
er at the CouLson garage at York 
Springs.

agreed upon by chapter officials and 
a special com m ittee named to con­ 
duct a survey of highway and acci­ 
dent statistics for the county. 
Al­ 
though offlcals of the national Red 
Cross have inspected the locations of 
the two stations, the local chapter 
fa-eks final approval. 
V olunteer Workers 
Tile stations will bi* nitrated by 
volunteer workers who liave passed 
a standard course in first-aid con­ 
ducted in the two communities tills 
spring. 
Tile re are 20 trained per­ 
sona in the York Springs section 
and 18 at Seven Stars. At least two 
trained persons reside at the site of 
each station. 
These and the other 
trained persons of the community 
will make it possible for the unit to 
be ready for service 24 hours a dav. 
The staff 
rerves voluntarily 
and 
without pav. 
At each station w ill be a complete 
directory of the doctors of the com ­ 
munity and of m eans of reaching 
tile nearest liospital and the n ea rest 
available ambulance 
Regular re­ 
ports will be sent the county officers. 
The first 
cost of the

equipment is approximately $25 with 
the

about $10 at each station. Tile coun­ 
ty chapter is paying for the equip­ 
m ent for the first two stations but 
has announced that civic, fraternal, 
religious or other organizations may 
donate sums to bt* used in fitting out 
other stations that are expected to 
be opened in tile county within a 
few months 
Miss Margaret McMillan, secre­ 
tary of the county chapter, said to­ 
day that she has already received 
requests for the holding of addition­ 
al first-aid classes in several sec­ 
tions of the county and that sta­ 
tion sites to the east aud south of 
Gettysburg are under consideration. 
The chapter is responsible for the 
operation of the stations, but has 
no financial responsibility as to am ­ 
bulance drivers, doctors or hospitals 
that may assist in the care of per­ 
sons treated. 
Services rendered at the stations 
will bt* entirely emergency work. No 
patients may return to the station 
for later treatments.

Leon Blum, Socialist premier, who 
took over the government Thursday 
night, asked the formation of special 
parliamentary committees to facili­ 
tate the passage of bills meeting la­ 
bor’s demands. 
They would provide: 
A forty-hour week. 
Paid vacations in private industry. 
Collective labor contracts. 
Hits at Profiteering 
Hitting at profiteering, the gov­ 
ernment instructed police to arrest 
merchants trying to make big prof- J 
its because of the scarcity of goods.

Blum conferred with three Com­ 
munist deputies, presumably in an 
appeal to the Communist party to 
use its influence to prevent the 
strikes from growing.

Old folks are mostly lonely. 
Many of their dream s are of the dreams 
th a t never came true! 
Look into the face of any person upon the street, 
or in a crowd. 
W hat do you see there? 
Loneliness, to sonic degree or 
other. It leaves its mark. 
If jjeople never got lonely there would be no night clubs, no theatres. 
no fraternal organizations, no picnics, no conventions, no big banquets. 
People like to get together and be with their kind, to commune — even 
though at some of these meetings they express nothing but boredom.
